VOTERS SHOULD REGISTER 

All voters should make it a point to 
get their names on the great register 
within a week to enable them to vote 
at the primary election on Tuesday, 
August 26. If they wish to take part 
in the nominating of candidates of any 
party they should see that in their 
registration the party of their choice 
is specified. Owing to the thorough 
canvass of the voters in connection 
with the special election on the sana¬ 
torium question it is likely that near¬ 
ly every voter except the very recent 
comers has registered. The register 
now shows 734 names, a large increase 
over the number registered for any 
preceding election. Registration must 
be made at least 30 days before an 
election to permit the casting of a 
vote. 

Township, county and judicial offi¬ 
cers are nominated and elected on a 
non-partisan basis. All voters may 
vote at the primary and take part in 
the nomination of these officers with¬ 
out regard to party designation. But 
to take part in the naming of the can¬ 
didates of any party the voter must 
indicate his party preference when 
registering. And while many voters 
persist in misunderstanding the law, 
it seems obvious and fair enough that 
voters may not take part in nominat¬ 
ing candidates for any other party 
than that designated when registering.

Mr. Moote, in his argument against the Ordinance, says: “The 
object of the proposed Ordinance is to put out of existence El Reposo 
Sanatorium.” This is correct and is the sole question to be voted upon. 
Those who are opposed to the continuance of El Reposo Sanatorium 
believe if the City Trustees are sustained that it will settle the sana¬ 
torium question in Sierra Madre for all time, but if not the problem of 
regulating sanatoriums will be constantly before the Board of Trus¬ 
tees and the citizens. 

The citizens of Sierra Madre must decide at the coming election 
whether or not Sierra Madre can develop along normal lines, attract 
its full proportion of the home seekers daily coming to California and 
locating in cities which offer them advantages as to desirable home 
locations, or whethei Sierra Madre lacks in so many respects to attract 
these home seekers that it is necessary to foster the growth of our city 
by the establishment of sanatoriums. If you as a citizen believe that 
Sierra Madre has no future except as a “Home of Sanatoriums,” then 
you can consistently vote “No” at the coming election, but if you are 
spending your money as a taxpayer in acquiring a water system, im¬ 
proving streets and voting bonds for school houses in the believe that 
the City of Sierra Madre offers every advantage to the normal class of 
home seekers daily invading Southern California, then it is not only 
your duty to vote “YES” but to induce your fellow citizens to do like¬ 
wise. 

The fact that our opponents have resorted to unfair tactics is in 
itself evidence that the arguments in favor of sanatoriums fall of their 
own weight. The most maliciously false statement made is to the 
effect that if Ordinance No. 182 is adopted, all sick people will be 
compelled to leave town. This Ordinance is simply an amendment 
to Ordinance No. 24 and in no way affects the law in regard to sana¬ 
toriums which has been in effect for the past seven years, except to 
prohibit the establishment of sanatoriums within a radius of 6000 
feet of the City Hall instead of 5200 feet.. 

During all these years no attempt in any way has been made to 
interfere with the full personal liberty of individuals who are afflicted 
with tuberculosis nor is it the desire that such individuals be inter¬ 
fered with, nor that any restrictive legislation be directed against 
them. What the supporters of Ordinance No. 182 are endeavoring to 


accomplish is that Sierra Madre shall prevent the commercial ex¬ 
ploitation of the treatment of tuberculosis and the attendant evils that 
the establishment of sanatoriums necessarily create. 

If El Reposo Sanatorium is conducted by Dr. Shepard it means 
that Sierra Madre will be extensively advertised as a refuge for those 
afflicted with tuberculosis. Many afflicted with the white plague will 
come to Sierra Madre not because they can enter Dr. Shepard’s San¬ 
atorium, but simply because they reason that a sanatorium would not 
be established in Sierra Madre unless the city offered many advan¬ 
tages for those afflicted with this disease. Thus Sierra Madre will at¬ 
tract more than its quota of health seekers, some of whom a least 
will be a burden upon the community they enter. 

Sierra Madre at all times has been glad to welcome all individ¬ 
uals who enter her gates, whether sick or well, but she does not be¬ 
lieve in reaching out for more than her share of those who are af¬ 
flicted with the dread disease of tuberculosis.. If all of the sick who 
come to Sierra Madre could enter Dr. Shepard’s Sanatorium, the san¬ 
atorium might be a good thing for Sierra Madre, but the fact remains 
that Dr. Shepard will reap the advantages of taking the one out of 
ten who can afford to go to his sanatorium, while those who cannot 
afford to go must shuffle for themselves. “Humanity” without the 
dollars does not provide the key to the entrance to his proposed sana¬ 
torium. 

Three foothill sanatoriums: Stehman’s, Martin s and Pottinger s, 
with prices from seven to seventy dollars per week, are available 
within a few miles. The charge of “self interest can be made against 
the “tubercular specialists,” who condemn our ordinances if, as it is 
stated, Dr. Shepard has promised to permit them to visit their patients 
professionally. 

At the present time the City Trustees of Monrovia are engaged 
in an effort to solve the problems that come to that city from its sana¬ 
torium advertising. In a recent issue of the Monrovia Messenger ap¬ 
pears an article headed, “SHOULD BE KEPT OUT,” protesting 
against the location of any such institutions in the residence sections 
of the city and against being called a town of consumptives, because 
it has a large sanatorium NEAR Monrovia specializing on tuberculosis.

Combination of Soiid and Pneumctto 
With Extra Heavy Tread. 

A new tire hits made Its appearance, 
which is a surt of combination of solid 
and pneumatic, it is not unlike the 
ordinary tire, for which it can be sub¬ 
stituted without alteration in existing 
standard tire rims. Its principal point 
of difference lies in its enormously 
thickened trend and in the unusual 
manner in which the trend is formed, 
says the Scientific American. The 
tread itself is four or five times us 
thick as the normal tread, and formed 
in it there are a number of very deep 
indentations alternating on either side 
and overlapping slightly at the center 
of the tread. Between these indenta¬ 
tions. at the sides, there are other 
scooped out places, the purpose of 
which is to assist In the radiation of 
natural heat. By means of the deep 
indentations it is pointed out that the 
principal drawback to the solid tire, 
barring its lack of resiliency, of course, 
is eliminated. 

This drawback, it may be explained, 
is due to the fact that the weight of 
the car and its progression force a 
ridge or wave of rubber around the 
tire just in front of the point of con¬ 
tact between the tire and the road, the 
net result being that the tread soon 
loosens itself from the base and comes 
away. The indentations, it is claimed, 
do away with the travel of this wave 
by permitting distortion to take place 
and allowing for the return of the rub¬ 
ber to its natural form. Incidentally 
their edges provide a means for the 
tire to bite its way through mud or 
water and scrape an acquaintance with 
the roadway itself. Consequently the 
tire is practically nonskidding. 

The thickness of the trend obviously 
accounts for the fact that the tire is 
more than ordinarily resistant to punc¬ 
tures and blowouts, and so confident 
are the makers that the tire will not 
only stand uf> in service, but will stand 
up an unusually long time to boot, that 
they unreservedly guarantee it for 
5.000 miles. 1,500 more than the manu¬ 
facturer of ordinary tires. Despite 
the heavier tread of the tire, which is 
used with the ordinary inner tube, its 
weight averages only about 10 per cent 
more than the weight of the orthodox 
tire.

COAL MINING MACHINES 


Much More Economical Than the Old 
Handwork Method. 

Coal is mined by the aid of three 
classes of air driven machines-first, 
common drills, such as are used for 
rock drilling; second, pick machines, 
which work on much the same princi¬ 
ples ns nir drills, but which are larger 
and are used for cutting continuous 
slots instead of holes, and. third, con¬ 
tinuous cutters, which work with a 
rotary instead of a reciprocating mo¬ 
tion. 

Tlie production of bituminous coal 
by machines In the United States dates 
commercially from 1891. when 545 ma¬ 
chines cut 0.211.000 tons of coal, or 
0.00 per cent of the entire output. In 
1910 174.012.000 short tons, or 41.7 per 
cent of the total production, were 
mined by machines, of which 19.254 
were in use. 

The reasons for mining by machines 
instead of by hand are many and are 
often complicated by local conditions. 
In general they are about as follows: 
First, the actual cost of mining Is low¬ 
er; second, the quality of the product 
is superior; third, the Industry is at¬ 
tended with less danger, and working 
conditions are Improved, and, fourth, 
the mine may be more rapidly devel¬ 
oped and the production increased. 

In mines of the Pittsburgh thiu vein 
district where 200 miners would get 
out 700 tons of coal per day by hand, 
fifteen pick machines would do the 
same work. The cost of the entire 
plant for running the machines would 
be about $14,000, and the yearly main¬ 
tenance would cost about $5,500. The 
saving would amount to about 15 cents 
per ton of coal, or $21,000 total in a 
year of 200 days.

A novel meth 
od of obtaining the services of the fer¬ 
rymen, who live opposite the island, is 
by opening the white door of a hut 
facing the shore. The ferrymen on the 
lookout know that the open door is a 
signal for the ferry. At night a light¬ 
ed candle held aloft serves the pur¬ 
pose of the open door.

Oil Fuel on Railroads. 

The use of oil fuel ou the railroads 
and in the United States navy and 
merchant marine service Is rapidly in¬ 
creasing. The transcontinental rail¬ 
roads are now using oil fuel on many 
miles of line. Some of the railroads In 
the northwestern part of the United 
States and In southern Canada held to 
coal for a considerable period after the 
permanency of the oil supply was as¬ 
sured. The lust tie to coal became bro¬ 
ken with the realization that the fail¬ 
ure of their immense locomotives to 
move the weight that had been confi¬ 
dentially expected of them was not the 
fault of the machines. The weight of 
trains over the mountain divisions was 
invariably limited to the endurance of 
the fireman. Shoveling coal on the 
large engines over these divisions is a 
task that few can stand up to. With 
the use of oil as fuel this feature was 
entirely removed.

Leaky Tire Valves. 

A cause of leaky tire valves which 
Is not always appreciated is the fact 
that sometimes the wire pins are a 
little too long When this is the case 
and the valve cap is screwed home 
the rubber washer In the head of the 
valve cap Is forced a little way down 
the hollow valve stem and touches the 
wire pin. so pushing the valve off Its 
seat. The remedy Is. of course, ob¬ 
vious; It Is simply to take out the valve 
wire nnd snip a little off it with wire 
nippers. At the same time It should 
not be shortened more than Is abso¬ 
lutely necessary: otherwise It is diffi¬ 
cult to get a reading from the tire 
pressure gauge when it is applied to 
the valve.
